Administered,

agriculture of the State University, 
came to Sedalia Friday night to give 
400 dosea of hog cholera serum to 
Pettis county hogs. 
He will finish 
the work by Sunday noon, perhaps. 
Jlr. Cramer 
is 
one 
of five men 
sent out by the college of agriculture 
*o give serum to hogs over the state. 
He made a visit here last w'eek. Ho 
says the farmers are firm believers 
in tho hog cholera serum, aud just 
as soon as the plague 
appears 
in 
their community they notify the col­ 
lege of agriculture by telephone or 
telegraph. 
Immediately a man in 
sent out from the department and 
every effort is made to check the dis­ 
ease. The students, too, are treated 
♦*ery nice, at every home being fed 
tile latest chickens 
and given the 
very best of everything. 
The present plague of hog cholera 
darted last spring in Southeast Mis­ 
souri, and from there spread 
over 
the entire state. 
At present Pet­ 
tis county is said to be the hot bed 
if the disease. 
In view of the fact that from 4,000 
‘o 5,000 doses of the serum are put 
out every w eek at Columbia, and 250 
hyper-immune hogs 
are continually 
supplying more, it looks 
as if the 
disease would be gotten under con­ 
red in a short time.
